Your RadioShack AM/FM Digital Tune Headset Radio is perfect for 
anyone on the go! Set up to 10 of your favorite AM stations and 10 
FM stations in memory — 20 in all! With a shielded cable, you can 
connect the headset to an external sound source. 

INSTALLING BATTERIES 

Your headset radio requires two AAA batteries (not supplied) for 
power. For the best performance and longest life, we recommend 
RadioShack alkaline batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, different types of batteries 
(standard, alkaline, or rechargeable), or rechargeable batteries 
of different capacities. 


OWNER'S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Important: To protect stations stored in memory, be sure to turn off 
the radio before removing the batteries, and replace the batteries 
within 45 seconds. 

1 . Push down -*■ OPEN and slide the battery compartment cover in 
the direction of the arrow to remove it. 

2. Place the batteries in the compartment and on top of the 
attached ribbon, as indicated by the polarity symbols (+ and -) 
marked inside. 

3. Replace the cover. 

When the sound becomes weak or distorted, BATTERY appears, or 
the headset radio stops operating properly, replace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries promptly and properly. Do not 
burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the headset radio with batteries for 
a month or longer, remove the batteries. Batteries can leak chemi- 
cals that can destroy electronic parts. 


USING THE HEADSET RADIO 

Note: Rotate L LEVEL and R LEVEL all the way to the maximum position before you turn on the radio, then adjust each level control as de- 
sired. 




E-BASS ON/OFF — 

Slide to turn E-BASS on 
or off. 

Notes: 

• A strong FM stereo 
signal automatically 
switches the radio to 
stereo from monau- 
ral. 

• E-BASS and VOL- 
UME have no effect 
when the radio is off. 
Use the controls on 
the CD, MP3, or 
cassette player to 
adjust the sound. 


L LEVEL — Rotate to adjust the 
left speaker level. 



•*. OPEN — Press and slide up to 
open the battery compartment. 

To store a station in memory, select 
the desired band and station, then 
press MEMORY. While memory flash- 
es, repeatedly press M-SELECT until 
the desired memory station number 
appears. Press MEMORY again to 
store the station. 

To listen to a stored station, repeatedly 
press M-SELECT until the desired 
memory station number appears. 

SOURCE — Use a shielded Vs-inch 
(3.5-mm) cable to connect the headset 
to an alternate input source (such as a 
stereo or CD player). 

BAND — Press to select either the AM 
or the FM band. 


VOLUME — Rotate to adjust the volume. 


TUNING t — repeatedly press to select the 
desired station, or hold down to quickly search for 



LOCK — Slide in the direction of the arrow to 
lock all controls, except L LEVEL, R LEVEL, 
and VOLUME, so you do not accidentally 
change a setting. 


ADJUSTING THE HEADBAND 
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Listening Safely 

To protect your hearing, follow these guidelines when you use the 
headphones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting before you begin listening. 
After you begin listening, adjust the volume to a comfortable 
level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume levels. Extended high- 
volume listening can lead to permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not increase it. Over time, your 
ears adapt to the volume level, so a volume level that does not 
cause discomfort might still damage your hearing.
